DEATH BY KEROSENE 
OIL.

Bessie Seotcù brook , Aged Five 
tim of Terrible Accident. 
Vic- 


Explosion Ignited Clothing and Un< 
fortunate Child Died 3 Honrs 
Later—Was Conscious 
to the End. 
(Sterling Gazette, Nov. 6.) 


Bessie Scotch brook , the little five 
year old daughter of Mrs. William 
Scotchbrook of Unionviile, near Mor­ 


rison, was fatally burned Monday af­ 
ternoon at 3 o’clock and died at O 
o’clock last evening. The mother of 
the unfortunate child is a widow and 
with three children lives in Union- 
ville. Two of the 
children 
go to 
school leaving the mother and little* 
girl at home alone. Mrs. Scotchbrook 
had put some k indling in the stovo 
preparatory tc building a tiro, and 
left the room to go into the yard to 
get some stove wood, and in her ab- 
' sence the little girl poured a quanti- 
• ty of k erosene on the k indling and ig- 
! nited it, with the result that thoro 
| was a sudden explosion and the lit­ 
tle victim’s clothing caught fire and 
she was soon enveloped tn a mass of 
i flames. She immediately rushed into 
' the yard to call her mother, but Mra. 
Scotchbrook being very much frigk - 
tened called for a neighbor close by 
i who came and with an old coat •*- 
\ tinguished the flames, but too lato,. 
the little girl’s flesh was burned to a 
crisp and in tak ing clothing off the 
flesh pealed off with the shreds of 
garments, and the child died after 
three hours. The nerve centers wero 
so badly burned that the little child 
suffered no pain and was conscious 
to the last, and told her mother that 
she k new she had been naughty but 
would not be so any more. She wao 
an especially bright and attractive 
little girl, an dwill be sadly missed ie 
her home and the community, 
i 
County Corouer J. G. Limerick ofl 
Rock Falls and Jury held an Inquest 
over the body this afternoon, 
and 
brought in a verdict of death being 
due to accidental burning. 


The funeral services will be held 
some time Thursday afternoon au<2 
interment will be made in the Morri­ 
son cemetery.

Harmon, Nov. 23— Alonzo Purcell 
and G. F. Purcell are still anxiously 
awaiting deeds to the Morrison, Ok ­ 
lahoma, lots they paid for. 
They 
remitted their money to Otha Wolf, 
the slick agent, instead of to the com 
pany direct. 
This is further confirmation of the 
statement, made in these columns at 
the time of the drawing that 
the 
Frisco Lot and Land company 
was 
doing business on the sq uare 
and 
that all the trouble of the purchas? 
ers here was due to misrepresenta­ 
tions made by Agent Otho Wolf. 
Efforts have been made by Har- 
monites to communicate with Otha 
Wolf, but so far they have been in 
vain, as he seems to have disappear­ 
ed from the haunts of men. 
Tt Is a 
certainty that the places he former­ 
ly freq uented k now him no more. 
His victims here are in such a mood 
that if he were k nown to be in the 
state steps would be tak en to put 
him in a place where false represen­ 
tations would not enrich him.

There is a line running directly 
south called, in local parlance, the 
“Rubberneck ” line, which has been 
in existence for eight y *» ars, during 
which time not a dollar has been ex­ 
pended for repairs. 
When improved facilities were first 
talk ed of those who had invested in 
the old Rubberneck were ask ed to 
help extend the line and put it 
in 
shape. 
This the majority agreed to ( 
do. and the commissioners, a 
ma­ 
jority of whom are stock holders in 
the old company , agreed to acept a 
share of the old stock , par value $20, 
at $12.50 in part pay ment for » Hares 
in the new 
co m pany . 
As experts 
say that telephone lines depreciate 
ten per cent a y ear, it will he seen 
that the allowance of $12.50 
fo r a 
share o f sto ck in the old co mpany was 
a liberal one. 
In this appraisement of the old 
stock no valuation was placed upon 
telephone instruments, and now the 
k ick ers are k nock ing by say ing that 
the new company will allow only a 
paltry dollar for the old 
’phones, 
and this in the face of the fact that j 
the price of old ’phones has not been \ 
discussed in the meetings of the com­ 
missioners of the Green River Tele­ 
phone company . 
Put down y our hammers, attend 
the meetings, become informed and 
do a little work to accelerate better 
conditions rather than play the “dog 
in the manger” act. 


S to v es S tay in 
lo o t H o uses. 
The Burlington Railroad company 
recently promulgated an order 
re­ 
q uiring the removal of stoves 
from 
all tool houses. In pursuance of that 
order the stove in the local 
tool 
house was tak en away Monday . 
When the order was received here 
the section foreman, Louis Herzog, 
protested vigorously and threatened 
to resign, but the matter was com­ 
promised by the borrowing 
of a 
stove not in use at the stock y ards 
here and placing it in the tool house 
So, if the order was made w*lth the 
object of economizing in coal it is a 
dead letter. 
Tuesday , after the stove had been 
shipped, came a rescinding order, too 
late to be of any service. 
Most of the men carry dinner pails 
and by eating their lunch In the tool 
house they were enabled to get to 
work sooner than if they were re­ 
q uired to walk to their homes and 
return. Imagine the men at the noon 
hour tak ing frozen roast beef 
and 
co ngealed apple pie from their pails 


and try ing to wash it down with

THEY ACCEPTED PASSES. 
, 


The y ellow journal-in-chief of Chi­ 
cago has a picture, somewhat heroic 
in size, of a Pullman car decorated 
by portraits of three prominent citi­ 
zens of Chicago looking out of the 
windows. 
The three are all well known re­ 
publicans holding im portant official 
positions, therefore the venom dis­ 
play ed against the gentlemen by the 
anarchistically inclined Hearst news­ 
paper, which by the cartoon endeav­ 
ors to convey the idea that in ac­ 
cepting a pass from the Pullman car 
company a crime is committed, 
is 
evident. 
Hon. Fred W. 
Upham, 
charged with the terrible crime of 
accepting a Pullman pass, denies the 
gentle impeachment, and we must 
insist, that he is a gentleman who 
tells the truth. 
Mow let us imagine that Mr. Up­ 
ham of the Board of Reviews has 
actually accepted a pass from the 
Pullm an- « ar company ; 
how many 
good citizens are there in Chicago 
who might have committed the same 
act and thought nothing of it as be­ 
ing in the least criminal? 
Indeed 
like innocence might he found in 
Dix on after a diligent search. 
If the writer hereof belonged to a 
board of reviews and he should re­ 
ceive a pass on a railroad, or Pull­ 
man car, he would use the former, 
to the detrim ent financially of the 
Podunk Narrow Gauge 
Tramway ; 
and such liberality in the Pullman 
Car company would result 
In no 
financial gain, to th at great corpo­ 
ration, we believing that these com­ 
panies could easily stand 
the ex ­ 
pense, and the subscriber could en­ 
dure the temptatlou without blush­ 
ing. 
The receiver of the pass might, 
in 
our 
opinion, say 
to himself: 
“ Now. if the Pullman company , 
its 
president or directors, ex pects to i n ­ 
fluence me to swerve one iota from 
what is just in the performance of 
my official duties, they are very much 
m istaken.’’ 
Now, we must confess that the 
gall display ed by a newspaper re­ 
porter. or an editor, in characteriz­ 
ing the simple act of riding on a pass 
as any thing bad, is what may be 
termed unlimited cheek. Reporters, 
with their pockets full of 
passes, 
talking of the crime of indulging in 
free rides, might be regarded as a 
joke, coming from other than a y el­ 
low journal that never indulges in 
levity . 
United States Judge Grosscup Is 
also charged with having a pass, but 
the judge states that the ticket has 
not been used. In not using the pass, 
if he has had an opportunity , 
is 
where the judge makes a mistake. 
The judge is considered by lawy ers 
an able and efficient officer, and Is 
known to the writer as an honor­ 
able gentleman. W ith the president 
of the Pullm an company , 
Robert 
Lincoln, we believe Judge Grosscup 
enjoy s a close personal friendship. 
Now we can well imagine that this 
accounts for his being presented with 
a pass; and it appears to the editor 
of The Telegraph that under such 
circumstance it would he a very un­ 
gracious act for the judge to “ flare 
up’’ and return the pass, and by so 
doing insult his personal friend and 
the son of the great Lincoln. It may 
he that we are in error In our eth­ 
ics of presents, but in this season 
of holiday gifts it would be an in­ 
sult to return any sore of a pres­ 
ent. 
If the president of the Pullman 
company at any season of the y ear 
should send a pass to the editor of 
The Telegraph, he would 
“ pocket 
the insult,” and make an endeavor to 
even up with the Pullman company 
hv pay ing for the same In advertis­ 
ing* and even if the writer should 
happen to hold the office of United 
States judge, he would enjoy a sort 
of secret pleasure in taking a seat in 
a Pullm an palace car with a pass 
signed by the president of the com­ 
pany in his pocket, for in th at case 
he could with unbounded pleasure, 
and perhaps pomposity , order 
the 
autocratic conuctor and the despotic 
porter, on that particular occasion, 
not to drop down th at upper berth so 
near his bed, but leave it up, when 
empty , so that he could remove and 
put on his trousers w ithout spilling 
his money all over the floor, and also, 
th a t he would not be 
req uired 
at 
tim es to stand on his head to dress. 
If there is any one thing m ore than 
another th a t we would enjoy , it is a 
Pullm an pass. 
If there is any particular disgrace 
th a t we would delight in when trav­ 
eling. nothing Ignoble would be more 
satisfactory than a Pullm an palace 
car pass. 
The very nex t tim e we meet J ndg e 
Grosscup, If he is not on the bench 
and his dignity , the first act o f o ur 
greeting will he to congratulate him 
upon the enjo y ment o f a Pullman 
pass; and we shall adv ise him (in 
the lang uag e o f the ancient Co bb's 


spelling book, where we learned to 
spell wagon with two “ g’s” and pic­ 
nic with two “ k ’s” ) to “ hold fast to 
that which is good,” and never mind 
the razzle-dazzle of Hearst anarchis­ 
tic newspapers, that never would be 
right even should they happen to 
know enough to know right 
from 
wrong. 
This is a q ueer world. We all en­ 
joy passes and see no harm in them 
when favored, but when we are . r- 
able to procure a pass we consider 
the men who accept them as very

And when looking through our ex 
changes we are compelled to bel’eve 
that y ellow journalism is a sort of 
organized hy pocrley . 
The leading thought that results 
from 
reading a y ellow journal is 
that there is no absolute 
honesty 
here on earth ex cept the goodly sup­ 
ply to be found in the y ellow jour­ 
nal printing offices. W ith our edi­ 
torial ex perience of over half a cen­ 
tury it is somewhat hum iliating to 
make this confession.

A Temple of Fame---Illinois- 
Vicksburg Soldiers’ Monument

When the Illinois Vicksburg com­ 
missioners were appointed by Gov. 
Yates in 1 9 03, they were widely chos­ 
en from the several parts of the 
state where they were in touch with 
the work of the Army of Vicksburg, 
all of the members being enlisted 
men from the state, serving through 
the Vicksburg siege. 
The main and im portant work at 
first was in locating the various or­ 
ganizations upon the field and decid­ 
ing upon some form, scheme or de­ 
sign of a suitable monument. 
Naturally the commission sought 
the services of Major W. L. B. Je n­ 
ny , who was educated as an engineer 
at the Ecole Centrale in Paris. Upon 
his return to the United States, and 
upon the breaking out of the war he 
tendered his services and was ap­ 
pointed Captain Additional Aide-de- 
Camp. IT. S. A., and assigned to en­ 
gineer duty at Cairo. He served as 
engineer officer on the staff of Gen. 
Grant from Cairo to Corinth, then 
transferred to Sherm an’s command 
and was put in charge of the en­ 
gineer work at Memphis. He accom­ 
panied General Sherman and his staff 
on the Vicksburg ex pedition, 
was 
chief engineer, 15th Army corps at 
the Siege and served through to the 
end of the war, when he began the 
practice of architecture in Chicago, 
and became a man of international 
fame as the inventor of the modern 
steel sky scraper construction. 
The 
first building of this ty pe he erected 
in Chicago in the y ear 18 8 4. It was 
at this time that his future partner. 
Mr. W\ B. Mundie, entered his em ­ 
ploy . 
Mr. Jenny ’s knowledge 
of 
the 
plats and plans of the Vicksburg siege 
was of great assistance to the com­ 
mission. and thus the firm of Jenney 
& Mundie was given the commis­ 
sion as architects, to design, plan 
and construct what is now given to 
the world on the National Park lines 
at Vicksburg. 
Various were the suggestions of­ 
fered for a memorial th a t would be 
appropriate, enduring for all time, 
commemorative of the state and also 
commemorative of those who, 
as 
loy al citizens tendered their services 
and enlisted from the state. Out of 
these discussions the idea of the rec­ 
ognition of enlistm ent for all, from 
general to drum m er boy , seemed un­ 
animous and it certainly is, in basic 
utilitarian sense, the grand underly ­ 
ing scheme of the memorial pre­ 
sented by the state of Illinois. 
The risk of life, 
regardless 
of 
rank, recognized as eq ual, is present­ 
ed to posterity in enduring bronze, 
within and under the white canouied 
dome of the Illinois Memorial Tem­ 
ple. Such it is; fashioned somewhat 
like the Pantheon at Rome. It is a 
temple of fame, and at the 
same 
time, one of peace. 
The memorial is of the Rofhan 
Doric order of architecture; the en­ 
tire ex terior above the base Is of 
white marble. Around the inside of 
the memorial, set in a 
handsome 
bronze laurel fram e are six ty bronze 
tablets. These tablets contain In all 
over thirty -six thousand names, ta k ­ 
en from the war records, verified and 
corrected by the hard and earnest 
work of the commission. 
Above the bronze tablets on the In­ 
terior are the names of the generals, 
division and brigade 
commanders 
during the siege, carved in white 
marble panels, beginning in the ceu- 
ter over the Historical Tablet, with 
Abraham Lincoln and General U. S. 
Grant, the others following. 
A uniq ue and surprising feature 
of the memorial Is the one opening 
to admit light through the top of the 
dome, forming an ey e, as it were, 
open to the blue heavens above. 
In locating the site pf the memo­ 
rial, the commission -made an ex cel­ 
lent decision not alone for the most 
perfect and 
com m anding 
location 
from an asthetic point of view, but 


well suiting the operations of the 
Illinois 
organization 
during 
the 
siege. 
Situated close to the Shirley 
House, famous as a landm ark 
for 
both 
armies, the memorial stands 
in the center of John A. 
Logan’n 
command, which was a hot bed to 
occupy during the siege. On either 
side of the approach steps to the 
memorial 
can he 
seen the sap or 
trench th a t Logan pushed out to­ 
wards the Louisiana Redan, a few 
hundred y ards bey ond where the fa­ 
mous fight in the crater occurred, so 
named from the troops rushing into 
the breach created by ex ploding the 
mine a t the term inus of the tun­ 
nel. 
Situated on the highest point of 
land within a radius of hundreds of 
miles, the beautiful white 
domed 
temple stands, sparkling in the sun­ 
light of a clear Southern day , sil­ 
houetted against the blue sky in all 
dignity and grandeur, the greatest 
Soldiers’ Memorial in the 
world; 
not ex emplify ing the reign nor pomp 
of kings, but of men who fought or 
fell in defense of a cause. ‘Their’s 
but to do or die”— rank and file, now 
all eq ual, “ shoulder to shoulder.” 
Their names glisten in bright raised 
letters, a tribute to those who are 
gone and to those who y et remain, 
from a grateful and 
appreciative 
state. 
Besides the memorial temple, the 
state has erected a regimental mor- 
um ent on the location occupied dur­ 
ing the siege by the eighty Illinois 
organizations. They tell their own 
story , giving the commanding offi­ 
cers, their brigade and their totol 
casualties. 
These m onuments are 
over six feet high, of obelisk form 
set on a base; the whole in light gray 
granite with polished face.
